Following negotiaffons 
forthe removal of the Warrington 
Training College.for Women, the 
College Committee had decided on a 
site near Liverpool, which had - been, 
officered by Lord Salsbury on generous 
terms. The cost would be more than 
the dioceses of Chester, Manchester, 
and Liverpool could ‘meet without 
outside assistance, but as the matter 
of providing Church training colleges 
was 'so_important it was hoped that 
it would.be made'a first-charge upon’ 
any central Church fund which might 
be raised. " 7 
. The Committee had had- under 
consideration the ‘provision _ofAge- 
inspection " in: secondary 
schools, but they had not been able 
ta"go" beyond offering to undertake 
‘it when a request. was made for it.. 
A ‘desire had been expressed by 
some managers and teachera ‘that 
the religious inspection of schools as. 
held at present should be abandoned, 
and that for it should: be substituted -- 
an inspection on: similar lines to’ 
those. of HM. inspectors’ in secular 
knowledge.
